The same source referred to above furnished information 
on May 9, 1967 , that Stanley Levison and Victor Ludwig were in 
conference on that date concerning an appearance King is to 
make in Lcs Angeles, California, on May 24, 1967.

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Levison related that although King’s original purpose 
in going to Los Angeles is to participate in a fund raising 
affair at a Reverend Peter Church, he is now willing to 
participate in some type of a peace rally that Ludwig is 
desirous of sponsoring. . 


According to Ludwig, one major obstacle standing in 
their way is that Johnson (President Lyndon Johnson) will be 
in Los Angeles at the Centurv Plaza Hotel on May 23, 1967; 
therefore, if King participated in the rally as planned, a 
confrontation will occur, which they do not desire. 

Although King is very interested in participating in a 
peace rally in Los Angeles, Levison is convinced that he will not 
if he knows that a possibility exists that he night confront 
Johnson. King does not want to have such a posture in pursing 
his anti-war position. 


It was Levison's suggestion that a very dipnifiea 
dinner be held instead of a rally. In so, doing, it would be 
possible to have someone other than Dr. Benjamin Spock and King. 
He feels that Spock is limited only to peace people. The idea 
in Levison’s mind would be to have spokesmen, such as the three 
United States Senators who recently appeared with King in 
Los Angeles. Ludwig agreed and revealed that his organization, 
Californians for Liberal Representation, is planning a dinner 
for Senator McGovern and therefore, it is possible that King 
could be present for the affair. Levison was agreeable, but 
was doubtful about having it on May 23, 1967^, but will find out 
when he meets King on Saturday. 


Ludwig, in making reference to the apoearance of Johnson 
on May 2 3rd, revealed that a demonstration is planned durint? his 
presence. Although no specific organization is in charge of 
these plans, Ludwig commented that there is a Peace Action 
Council in Los Angeles which is an overall grouping of peace 
groups which is discussing it. Ludwig and others s whom he did 
not identify, are planning to meet with a Reverend Fernandez 
of the "National Clergy-Laymen and Clergy Committee". Actually 
what is planned, according to Ludv;ig, is to have a broad ^ 
peace movement meeting with Johnson.

Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., had arrived in Louisville 
at Standiford Field Airport about 4:00 PM, May 10, 1967. 

Open housing supporters in Louisville met at the Zion Baptist 
Church around 5:00 PM on that date. An estimated 115 people 
were present. After the meeting a number left by private - 
automobiles, and as of the time of call had 

just arrived in the South End of Louisville at Wyandotte , 
Park, the starting point of previous marches conducted by p 
the supporters. An estimated 50 to 60 supporters had 
arrived. Reportedly approximately 50 hecklers were on the 
scene but were causing no particular difficulty. Open 
housing supporters had advised the City of Louisville by^ 
telegram of May 10, 1967, that they would conduct a march 
in the South End of Louisville on that date, marching from 
Wyandotte Park north on Taylor Boulevard to Central Avenue, 
a distance of about one and one-half miles. Police were 
on the scene.

in the South End of Louisville had been completed. 

Approximately 70 persons participated. However, Dr. 

Martin Luther King, Jr., his brother Reverend A. D. 

Williams King and Dr. King’s aide Reverend Ralph Aternathy, 
Vice-President and Treasurer of the SCLC whc also was in 
Louisville, did not participate in the march. The marchers 
followed the announced route and dispersed at Central 
Avenue and Taylor Boulevard shortly after 8:00 PM. 

The only reported incident was the following: 

As the marchers reached the vicinity of Central 
Avenue and Taylor Boulevard, Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., 

Reverend A, D. Williams King and Reverend Ralph Abernathy 
arrived in an automobile being driven by Reverend Leo Lesser, 

Jr., of Louisville, a member of the Committee on Open 
Housing (COH). The automobile parked and was Immediately 
surrounded by a number of white youths who were verbally 
berating the occupants of the automobile. Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. attempted to speak to the youths through an open 
window of the automobile explaining his views on the 
problem,but the youths were not receptive to listening to 
Dr. King. As the automobile pulled away from the location, 
someone, identity not known, threw a rock at the automobile 
which hit near the open window where Dr. King was sitting. 

Dr. King was not hit and no one was Injured. 

In connection with the above activity, no arrests 

were made. 

At 10:30 PM, May 10, 1967, 

telephonically advised a Special Agen^oftheFederal 
ikireau of Investigation that after the march in the South 
End of Louisville, Kentucky, on May 10, 1967, open housing 
supporters went to the Greater St. James AME Church, 

2100 West Oak Street, Louisville, where they were addressed 
by Dr. King. An estimated 300 persons were present. No 
Incidents occurred in connection with the meeting, and Dr. King 
reportedly had stated he had to leave Louisville on May 11, 

1967 to speak at Indiana University but that he planned to 

return tn Louisville in a few days to further assist in obtaining at

The Courier-Journal, a dally Louisville, Kentucky, 
newspaper, in its May 11, 1967 issue reporting on developments 
in Louisville in connection with the open housing controversy 
Included the following: 

Upon his arrival in Louisville, around 4:00 PM, 

May 10, 1967, Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. went directly to 
a gathering of open housing supporters at the Zion Baptist 
Church, Louisville, Kentucky. There he addressed those 
present stating, "We have got to keep on keeping on" in the 
drive for an open housing ordinance. "There is no way 
to get open housing in Louisville but by creating a crisis so 
great that the community will have to act and will have to 
respond." Dr. King stated open housing can be obtained non- 
violently. Nevertheless, he stated, "We have to add powerful 
action programs to our patient pleas ... and I plead with 
you to keep the spirit alive and 1 plead with you to keep the 
demonstrations alive. Sometimes pu gain strength in the moments 
when It appears that you are not quite going to make it . . . 

We are going to win in Louisville because trouble doesn't 
last always." 

At the rally at the Greater St. James AME 
Church on May 10, 1967, Dr. King appeared in the pulpit 
with a large rock clutched in his hand, apparently the 
rock that had been thrown at his car earlier that evening, 
and stated to those In attendance, "We shall tell the 
young men and young ladles in the South End (of Louisville) 
that upon this rock we are going to build an open city and 
the gates of injustice will not prevail against it." 

Dr. King farther stated that the rock which had been 

thrown from the crowd "shaved my neck and the bottom part 

of my face and it caused me to start thinking about the 

purpose of a rock." He further commented, "Don't worry, 

we shall transform the rock from a symbol of destruction 

to a symbol of salvation." Dr. King further promised 

that marches by open housing supporters in the South End 

of Louisville will continue every day. He stated, "The 

Southern Christian Leadership Conference is here to stay 

in Louisville, and we are not going to get the hell 

out of town." The reference was to a recent reported statement 

by Bishop C. Ewbank Tucker of the Louisville Committee of 

Negro Churchmen (LCNC) who had expressed his disapproval

of SCLC activities in connection with the Louisville 
housing issued. In addition, it was reported that Reverend Ralph 
Abernathy would remain in Louisville and would lead a march 
in the South End of Louisville on May 12, 1967, open housing 
supporters to gather at 5:00 PM at the Southern Star 
Baptist Church, 1509 Magazine Street in the Vest End of 
Louisville, Kentucky, and thereafter go to the South End 
of Louisville. 

In addition, the above article reported the 
following developments: 

In United States District Court in Louisville, 

Kentucky, on May 10, 1967, before United States District 
Judge James F. Gordon, an agreement waq reached between 
open housing supporters and officials of Louisville and 
Jefferson County with respect to the matters set out below, 
until a three-judge Federal panel which has been appointed 
to hear a suit by open housing supporters contending the 
laws under which they have been arrested are unconstitutional 
could be heard. A hearing on the suit had been set for 
May 14, 3967, but on May 10, 1967, upon agreement by both 
sides, the hearing was postponed by Judge Gordon until 
June 26, 1967. 

The cases of all demonstrators scheduled for 
trial in Louisville Police Court will be continued until 
the Federal Judges render a ruling. 

The demonstrators will comply with the Jefferson 
Circuit Court restraining order with respect to marches, 
but the order will be amended to permit demonstrators to 
march until 8:30 PM. Originally the order limited marches 
to daylight hours but banded such activity during morning 
and afternoon rush traffic hours. The order will be 
amended to define the afternoon rush traffic hours as ending 
at 6:00 PM. 


One individual will be designated grand marshal 
of demonstrations, but that individual need not necessarily 
participate in the demonstrations.

The Courier-Journal, a daily Louisville, Kentucky, 
newspaper, in its May 12, 1967, issue in reporting 
developments regarding the open housing issue in Louisville 
included the following. 
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The inarch in the South End of Louisville on the 
evening of May 11, 1967, was led by Reverend Ralph Abernathy 
and the Reverend W, J. Hodge, President of the Louisville 
Chapter of the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People (NAACP). As the inarch ended at Central 
Avenue, Reverend Abernathy stood on an automobile and told 
the marchers and a group of about 150 whites who were 
present, "It was a tremendous show of human dignity". 

Reverend Abernathy thanked the whites for not throwing rocks 
or creating other disturbances and invited them to join the 
"crusade for human dignity**. During the march Reverend 
Abernathy had persuaded two white teen-age girls, 
who had been among the hecklers on May 10, 1967, to join the 
marchers. After most of the demonstrators had left the 
area these two girls were surrounded by whites who shouted 
obscenities at them^and it was necessary for the police to . 
take the girls from the area. 

After the above march, the open housing supporters 
met in the Broadway Temple AME Zion Church, 662 South ]3th 
Street, Louisville, Kentucky, during which Reverend Abernathy 
told those present that they had to stand behind the two 
white teen-age girls who had been harassed, commenting 
"V.’e are all in this together. We can't let these hecklers 
and hoodlums pick us off one by one". Reverend Abernathy 
further showed those present a r**ck which he said he had 
coaxed from a heckler and that while the heckler would not 
shake hands, he did give Reverend Abernathy the rock, 
reverend Abernathy commented that as he looked at this 
heckler, "I thought this is a sick city. This is a 
sick America," 

The above article further reported that it was 
later announced that another march would be conducted 
in the South End of Louisville along the same route on 
May 12, 1967, and that a rally of open housing supporters 
is scheduled for 8:00 PM on May 12, 1967, at the Von Spiegel 
Street Baptist Church, 3336 West Kentucky Avenue in the 
West End of Louisville. 
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The above article further commented that 
Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., President of the SCLC, had 
left Louisville on May 11, 1967, and flew to Chicago, 
Illinois, after canceling a convocation talk at Manchester 
College in Northeast Indiana, stormy weather having 
prevented Dr. King’s plane from landing at North Manchester, 
Indiana. 
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SOUTHERN CONFERENCE EDUCATIONAL FUND, INCORPOR ATED 

"Tho Southern Patriot,” a monthly publication, 
shows that it i s published by tho Southern Conference 
Educational Fund, Inc. (SOEF). 

"The Southern Patriot” was cited as an "organ” 
of the Southern Conference for Human Welfare (SCHW) by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, 

June 12, 1947. 

An amendment to the charter of the SCHW dated 
April 25, 1946, changed the name of that organization to 
the SCEF, and listed its purpose as being to improve the 
educational and cultural standards of the Southern People 
in accordance with the highest American democratic insti¬ 
tutions, traditions, and ideals. 

The SCEF is sel f-describeti as having deep roots 
in the South where it began as the educational wing of the 
SCHW, organized in 1938 to work for economic and political 
reform. When the SCHW disbanded in the late I940's, SCEF 
continued as an independent organization, rallying support 
for integration and democracy and helping to stimulate 
and nurture new movements of the early 1960’s. The SCEF 
maintained headquarters in Louisiana for twenty years, but 
in 1966 moved its headquarters to Louisville, Kentucky. 

A source advised on March 2, 1961, that Claude 
Light foot, a Communist Party functionary, stated at a meeting 
ox the Communist Party in Baltimore, Maryland, on February 25, 
1961, that the Communist Party is not connected with any 
progressive movement but indirectly they do have some 
influence in the f.CET. 

A second source, who is familiar with some phases 
of Communist Party activity in the New Orleans area, advised 
on June 3, 1966, that during the time that the SCHW was in 
existence members of the Communist Party were members of 
and worked actively in the SCHW; however, since the formation 
of the SCEF, Communist Party members have not been encouraged 
to work in the SCEF. The source stated that the SCEF is 
a progressive, liberal organization,which he considers 
a Communist Party front organization because it has gone 
along with the Communist Party on certain issues, particularly 
on the racial issue. 
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SCEF (continued) 

Carl Braden and Anne Braden, Director and Associate 
Director respectively of the SCEF, were identified by 
Alberta Ahearn, 2311 Payne, Louisville, Kentucky, a self- 
admitted former member of the Communist Party, on December 13, 
1954, in her testimony in Jefferson County, Kentucky, Court 
in the prosecution of Carl Braden under a state sedition 
statute, as members of the Communist Party in Louisville, 
Kentucky, from January, 1951, to December, 1954. 

A third source advised on May 26, 1965, that 
George Meyers, a Communist Party functionary, expressed 
great admiration for Carl and Anne Braden and the SCEF, with 
which they are affiliated, and expressed the view that the 
SCEF is the best organization in the South as far as doing 
effective work is concerned and that they have a better idea 
of what they are doing, where they are heading, and influence 
other organizations for the better. 

The second source also advised on June 3, 1966, 

that many people who are officials and supporters of the 
SCEF, while liberal in their views, are by no means Communists.

On May 12* 1967 , a confidential source, who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, furnished 
information which disclosed that Martin Luther King, the 
President of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference 
(SCLC), Stanley Levison and Andrew Young, the 
Executive Assistant to King, were in contact on that 
date. Their contact was in regard to an invitation 
extended to King and others engaged in the peace move¬ 
ment by the North Vietnamese representative in Stockholm, 
Sweden, to meet in Paris, France, on May 15, 1967 , to 
give an appraisal of the strength of the peace £ 

movement in this country. 

Kings main purpose in making contact with 
Levison was to get an evaluation from him as to what 
he thought about the invitation. Although King told 
him he had already decided not to go to Paris, 
nevertheless, he wanted his feelings on the matter. 

It was Levison's belief that King had made a correct 
decision since he could get into trouble by dealing 
with some of the other recipients of the invitation. 
Levison, the source said, has no respect for their 
"realistic objective" judgment; therefore felt it would 
be an exercise in futility and even misleading for King 
to participate in a meeting which they attended. £

It was Levison’s belief that the peace group 
made up of Dr. Banjamin Spock, Dave Dellinger of 
"Liberation Magazine"; Carl Oglesby, the former 
President of the Students for a Democratic Society; 

Ivanhoe Donaldson, Chairman of the Student Non-Violent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC) and Dagraar Wilson of 
Women Strike for Peace would exaggerate the influence 
of the peace movement in the United States to the point 
where a wrong impression would be created in the minds 
of the North Vietnamese. King was in complete agreement J#- 
with Levison. 

As an alternative to such a group making the 
trip, Levison suggested that since the North Vietnamese 
want an honest appraisal of the peace sentiments in 
this country, that a small group of responsible and 
reasonable people sit down and make such an estimate and 
offer it to the North Vietnamese through an agency like a. 

U Thant of the United Nations. 

Levison, the source advised, felt if the 
North Vietnamese are being misled by a lack of information 
by overestimating the influence of the peace movement 
in this country, an objective appraisal by a group 
such as the one he suggested, might cause them to make 
some concessions and move toward the peace table. 
Furthermore, Levison felt that In good conscience the 
matter should be pursued since he envisioned negative 
publicity for the peace movement if not done. In other 
words, he thought the old charge would be renewed that 
Hanoi is basing its policy in Vietnam on the influence 
of the peace movement in this country. He felt such # 
an allegation would have an adverse effect on the peace ^ 
advocates. 



Levison suggested that people like John Kenneth 
Galbraith, former Ambassador to India and now a professor 
at Harvard; James Weschler, the Editor of the "New York 
Post"; Dr. John Bennett, the President of Union Theological 
Seminary; Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, President of the 
World Council of Churches and King, should be urged to 
make an objective appraisal of peace activities.

Consequently, the report of their findings woul 
submitted as a minority report. 




King was convinced that the United States 
would revoke his passport if he should decide to make 
the trip to Paris. Therefore, he felt he could not 
take a chance on that happening since his job was in 
United States. In explaining what he meant, King felt 
he must continue to amass Negro support against the 
war and the bombing. If the opposition against President 
Johnson's Vietnam policy could materialize to such 
heights as to force a cessation of the bombing, he ^ 
(King) would go to Hanoi to meet with Ho Chi Mlrh and _ 
urge negotiations be started. 


The contact between Levison, King and Young 
ended with Levison promising to contact Cora Weiss in 
an effort to dissuade her from making the trip to Paris, 
and to urge her to follow his recommendation that more 
influential people such as Galbraith communicate through 
U Thant. Levison was to relate results'of the contact 
with Weiss to King when he saw him later that night .^ 
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A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on May 9, 19G7, that Stanley 
Levison and Joan Daves, a publishers representative for 
Dr. lartin Luther King’s books, were in conference on that 
date. The following was what transpired: 

Daves disclosed that Canon Hamilton of the 
Mashington Cathedral, who is in the process of writing a 
book, had talked with King and had received his permission to 
use the speech King wrote concerning Vietnam which later 
appeared in "Ramparts" (a magazine). Hamilton will use the 
profits from the book to purchase medical supplies for both 
North and South Vietnam. jk> 

Levison apprised Daves of an impending trip to 
Geneva, Switzerland, which King will make around May 28, 1967. 
His presence in Geneva will be to attend a very important 
conference which will be attended by United Nations Secretary 
U. Thant, Ambassador Goldberg and Dr. Ralph Bunche, the 
permanent United States Representative to the United Nations. 
The conference is being sponsored by the Center for Democratic 
Studies and will be devoted to a study of Pacem In Terra 
(Peace on Earth). Other prominent Americans will also make 
the trip to attend the conference, Levison related. €

The same source advised on the aforementioned date 
that Levison and a person known only to the source as Tippy 
Crowder were in contact on that date to discuss plans for the 
coming summer's Vietnam project (the project which King has 
become affiliated with, the purpose of which is to canvass 
the country this summer to secure the names of people opposed 
to the war in Vietnam), Sjp 


Crowder informed Levison that Dr, Benjamin Spock 
is making explorations with some of the substantial groups, 
such as TT omen*s Strike for Peace, Committee of the Professions 
and other large Ad Hoc orofession peace groups, to see how 
they feel about merging the’Middle road of the peace drive into sn 
organisation that would be broader in terms of peace and 
civil rights and domestic and foreign oolicy connections". 
Consequently, King's name and stature are being capitalized 
on; therefore, he should come out in support of such a ^ 

consolidation or disavow himself completely, Crowder believesC—> 


Levison feels that at this noiht, King would not 
like to become identified with a particular group. Lis 
identification with the Spring Mobilization Committee was for 
an action rather than with an organization; therefore, Levison 
does not feel that he would like to link his name at this time. 
Based on conversations Levison has had with King, Levison 
feels that he will talk on Vietnam on occasions and to various^ 
groups, but this is the extent of his desire for involvement 


Their conference ended with Levison telling Crowder 
that he would discuss the matters presented when he sees 
King on Saturday, Hay 13, 1967, in Chicago, Illinois. Among ^ 
others who will meet with King will be Andrew Young, Executive 
Assistant to King. 
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Subject did not appear at Manchester College, 
North Manchester, Indiana, on 5/11/67, as scheduled, as 
weather conditions prevented the landing of his private 
plane at Wabash, Indiana. Neva story indicated 
KING sight sake appearance at above college next fall, 
but no date known to be set. 

Local authorities Indicate about 12 £l»ckets, 
mostly lampooning KING'S stand on Vietnam, were 
awaiting the subject's appearance. One unidentified 
student notified local authorities he was placing a 
box near the door of the gynnasius in which SNG was to \ 
appear, and that he wanted thes to know it was harmless. 
Examination revealed it was a shoe box containing 
siscellaneous items, including a pressurized spray can.

authorities and any disciplinary action being left to 
thes.

On May 4, 1967, the "Atlanta Constitution", a 
dally Atlanta, Georgia,''newspaper, on its editorial 
page published the following letter under the caption 
"King Should Go to Vietnam". While the letter was not 
dated, it was indicated to be written in Atlanta and was 
signed "Melvin H.yuones, 0. 8. Army", this letter reads 
as follows: v . 

"A8 a Negro in the United States Army, I feel 
compelled to comment on Dr. Martin L. King's recent 
comments on our commitment in Southeast Asia (The 
Republic of Vietnam). 



"I do not agree with his statements that we have 
no reason to be in Vietnam and that the South Vietnamese 
fight is not ours and we should withdraw. Dr. King 
attempts to compare the Vietnamese conflict with World 
War II. There is NO comparison. One cannot compare 
the forces of Hitler with those of Ho any more than one 
can compare Eo 9 s intent with Hitler*s intent. 

"We (The United States) are obligated by a number 
of treaties with several countries around the world. 

Each of these treaties was signed because it was in our 
national interest to sign it. Each of these treaties 
furthers this country's interest in the world, no matter 
how obscure that interest might be to the person who is 
not a student of International affairs. 



"Imagine how vocal Dr. King would have become had 
our government not honored its commitment to provide 
troops and marshals when the colleges were integrated. 
I am sure he would have vowed that the government was 
not acting in good faith. 


"Why then should the government not be expo 
to honor a treaty made with another country? A

"I vould suggest to Dr, King that he do as 
Sen. Brooke did. Go to South Vietnam and talk vith 
the troops there.

Go there and see how helpless the 
Vietnamese people are to defend themselves against 
the Viet Cong terrorist gangs. 

"My personal opinion is that Dr. King is now 
espousing a cause about which he knows nothing from 
personal observation.

M I am sure Dr, King has net considered the effect 
his present position might have on the Negroes now 
fighting in Vietnam.

In an effort to prevent the occurrence of any racial 
Incident or violence in Greenville, South Carolina,* on the 
afternoon of April 27, 1967, Mayor Traxler called a meeting 
to thoroughly discuss and make'preparations for the forthcoming 
visit of Dr. Martin Luther King Greenville on April 30, 1967. 
In attendance at this meeting were representatives of the Green¬ 
ville Police Department (PD), the Greenville County Sheriff’s 
Office (SO), the Greenville Fire Department, the South Carolina 
Highway Patrol (SCHP), the South Carolina,Law Enforcement 
Division (SCLED), and the City Manager of Greenville, At this 
meeting it was determined that the Greenville PD would be able 
to furnish eighty men, the SCHP sixty men, SCLED twenty-five 
men, and the Greenville County SO twelve men. Since information 
had been received indicating that King would come to Greenville 
via plane, it was decided that the SCLED and the SCHP, under the 
direction of Chief J. P. Strom, would be responsible for the 
security of King until he entered the Greenville City Limits. 
Thereafter all officers would be responsible for his security. 


Beginning at 5 p.m. on Friday, April 28, 1967, an 
officer would be on duty continuously at Greenville Memorial 
Auditorium to insure that no person had an opportunity to 
secrete an explosive device in the auditorium. On Sunday morning, 
April 30, 1967, a thorough search would be made by the Greenville 
Fire Department to guard against the placing of an incendiary or 
explosive device in the building.

opened on the afternoon of April 30, 1967, there would be 
seventeen uniformed officers continuously on duty inside the 
building and numerous other plain-clothes officers on duty 
in the building as well as numerous uniformed and plain** 
clothes officers on duty outside the building and in the 
immediate vicinity. Upon the arrival of Dr. King, he was 
to be brought to the rear of the auditorium and brought in 
through the rear entrance guarded by numerous officers. 

No persons other than Dr King and his party and offioers 
would be allowed to use the rear entrances and no pedestrian 
or motor traffic would be permitted to the rear of the build¬ 
ing.

Investigation on April 28, 1967, tha't a press conference 
was held at 2251 South State Street, Chicago, between the hours 
of 11:30 a.m. to 12;15 p.m. on this date. This is the address 
of a neighborhood employment office of the Jewel Tea Company 
and participating in the press conference was Martin Luther King, 
Jr., President, Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC), 
together with representatives of Jewel. 


King announced to the assembled press media that 
"Operation Breadbasket", a project of the SCLC had negotiated 
an agreement with Jewel which provided that some 462 Negroes 
would be hired by Jewel in 1967, 15 of whom' would be trained 
as store managers. In addition, Jewel promised to hire 150 
additional Negro students as part-time workers and to move about 
50 Negro ..employees into management training programs by October, 
1967. 


Jewel had also agreed that it would place Negro 
manufactured articles on display in Jewel stores in preeminently 
Negro neighborhoods and the stores serving Negro neighborhoods 
would deposit their funds in neighborhood Negro operated 
financial institutions. |f|)p| 
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The remainder of King's schedule in Chicago was not 
known, however, King reportedly was to depart from this city at 
7;05 a.m., April 29, 1967, enroute to Atlanta, Georgia, via 
Delta Airlines flight 839. 

The ’’Chicago Sun-Times*’, a daily Chicago newspaper, 
edition of April 29, 1967, contained an article concerning the 
agreement between Operation Breadbasket and the Jewel Tea Company. 
Remarks made on the occasions of the April 28, 1967, press 
conference by King were somewhat elaborated upon in this article. 
King described this agreement as a real step forward and suggested 
that further progress on job oportunities for Negroes such as this 
could reduce the liklihood of racial troubles in Chicago in 
months ahead. He declared that the most serious problem facing 
the urban Negro is an economic one. The success of Operation 
Breadbasket locally was described by King as the most significant 
development in Chicago initiated here by the SCLC. It has 
provided some 1,500 new jobs for Negroes and ’’pumped” approximate! 
11 million dollars into the Negro community. 

King had stated that a nation-wid/Operation Breadbasket 
will be launched in May of this year dt a ng of clergymen 

from 20 major cities. The Reverend Ralph^ffbern athv.described 
as one of King’s top aids, is to - con'veTTe this meeting at a site 
to be announced. It is anticipated that this national campaign 
will concentrate on a single product at first and move on to 
others later. 

The ’’Chicago Daily News”, a daily Chicago newspaper, 
edition of April 28, 1967, also contained an article relating 
to King’s presence in Chicago on that date. In contacts with 
representatives of the press, King had made reference to the 
proposed censure of Senator Thomas Dodd (D-CONN), calling this 
action an example of the ’’dual standard”under which Negroes live 
in the United States. This remark was : based on a comparison 
with the recent treatment of Representative Adam Clayton Powell 
(D-NY), wherein Powell was denied his se&t in 

Congress in an action which King described as ’’racially motivated. 
The milder punishment recommended for Dodd demonstrates that this 
nation as a whole tends to deal with Zfegroes on a different basis 
than with whites, according to King. 

According to the article,King was in Chicago to consult 
with civil rights leaders here on action plans for this summer. 

He indicated that the major objectives of the civil rights 
movement here will be in the areas of job opportunities and the 
organization of tenant unions. The Chicago Freedom Movement 
will also address itself to the organization of welfare recipients

so that atrcxrily based organization can be developed to pressure 
the federal government for a guaranteed annual income. 

King was questioned as to how he could devote full time 
both to the peace movement and the civil rights movement. He 
had replied "I am not planning to participate full-time in the 
peace movement. About 95% of my time will be spent on civil 
rights," lie was questioned also as to whether there would be 
another march into Cicero, Illinois, during the coming summer, 
replying that this matter would be a subject of discussion with 
local civil rights leaders. He described Cicero as ", . .a 
symbol of all the resistence and hatred that v/e find ’ in the 
north on the question of housing."

An article in "The Plain Dealer," daily Cleveland 
newspa per, issue of April 27, 1967, stated that Dr. MARTIN 
LUTHER KING, JR., had appeared before some 8,000 pupils at 
three predominately Negro public schools and at the Cleveland 
Job Corps Center for Women on April 26, 1967 . Dr. KING was 
quoted as stating, n 0ur power does not lie in Molotov cocktails. 
Our power does not lie in bricks and sticks. Our power does 
not lie in bottles. Our power lies in our ability^ to unite 
around non-violent programs. Violence is self-defeating action 
and suicidal."

The article pointed out that Dr. KING’S speech came 
against a background of recent violence, terrorism and vandalism 
in the Negro community on Cleveland’s east side. Further, Dr. 
KING told the pupils they would not improve education by burning 
schools and that no problems are solved by shooting each other 
or burning each other's homes. 

Dr. KING called upon the youths to work through civil 
rights organizations and to urge their parents to register to 
vote bo that the Negroes could gain political power. 

On the evening of April 26, 1967, Dr. KING spoke to 
a public gafhaAg at the Olivet Institutional Baptist Church, 871 k 
Quincy Avenue. He had been Invited to Cleveland to make this 
address by the United Pastors Association, which represents most 
of the city’s Negro churches. Dr. KING 1 s speech was broadcast 
by a local radio station.

In his book, "This Time The World," copyrighted in 
1961, George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as Commander, 
American Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise

The April 4, 1963 issue of "The Richmond News Leader," 
a Richmond, Virginia daily newspaper, reported that George 
Lincoln Rockwell had on the previous day again applied for the 
American Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, 
but this request was turned down by the Virginia State Corpora¬ 
tion Commission. This action was taken pursuant to an act of 
the 1962 Virginia Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or 
"National Socialism" in a Virginia charter. This article further 
pointed out that Rockwell's Party is presently chartered in the 
State of Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party.

On August 14, 1964, a source, who has furnished reli¬ 
able Information in the past, advised that ANP-WUFENS was organi¬ 
zed by George Lincoln Rockwell at his residence in Arlington, 
Virginia on February 26, 1956 as an international "National 
Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party headed by 
Adolf Hitler. He added that Rockwell is the dominant force 
and personality in this Party; that he is espousing a "line" 
of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, 
through speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the 
United States and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Stormtrooper's Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power 
are fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the 
masses;" second, "the dissemination of our program and truth 
about the Party;" third, "organizing the people who have been 
converted to our propaganda;" and fourth, "the attainment of 
power through the votes of the newly-won masses.” 

On August 19, 1966, the source advised that George 
Lincoln Rockwell presently believes that he has completed the

9, 1963, as a non-stock, non-profit organization. 

Corporate papers reflect the primary purpose of the

This source states, however, that the activities of 
the NAAWP have virtually no relationship to the stated goals and 
objectives but rather lean toward racial hatred,' violence and 
agitation.

NATIONAL ASSOCIATION FOR THE ADVANCEMENT 
OF WHITE PEOPLE (NAAWP). RACINE. WISCONSIN 


On September 2, 1965, a confidential source advised 
that the National Association for the Advancement of White 
People (NAAWP) was organized at Racine, Wisconsin, in the late 
summer of 1963 and was thereafter chartered in the uifice of 
the Secretary of State, for the State of Wisconsin, on October 
9, 1963, as a non-stock, non-profit organization. 

Corporate papers reflect the primary purpose of the 
organization is to assist all governing bodies in working for 
equal rights and equal responsibility, to oppose subversive 
elements, pressure on government and government officials 
through violence and riots, and to prevent legal and civil 
wrongs proposed under the guise of a civil rights program. 

This source states, however, that the activities of 
thie NAAWP I^ave virtually no-relationship * to the stated goals and 
objectives but rather lean toward racial, hatred,' violence and 
agitation. 

On October 13, 1965, this source advised that the NAAWP 
was no longer in existence. 
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NATIONAL SOCIALIST WHITE PEOPLE'S PARTY, 
ALSO KNOWN AS THE AMERICAN NAZI PARTY, 
AMERICAN NAZIS, THE WORLD UNION OF FREE 
ENTERPRISE NATIONAL SOCIALISTS, THE 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY 


In his book, "This Time The World," copyrighted in 
1961, George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as Commander, 
American Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise 
National Socialists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963 issue of "The Richmond News Leader," 
a Richmond, Virginia daily newspaper, reported that George 
Lincoln Rockwell had on the previous day again applied for the 
American Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, 
but this request was turned down by the Virginia State Corpora¬ 
tion Commission. This action was taken pursuant to an act of 
the 1962 Virginia Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or 
"National Socialism" in a Virginia charter. This article further 
pointed out that Rockwell's Party is presently chartered in the 
State of Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source, who has furnished reli¬ 
able information in the past, advised that ANP-WUFENS was organi¬ 
zed by George Lincoln Rockwell at his residence in Arlington, 
Virginia on February 26, 1956 as an international "National 
Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party headed by 
Adolf Hitler. He added that Rockwell is the dominant force 
and personality in this Party; that he is espousing a "line" 
of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, 
through speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the 
United States and in foreign countries* 

According to the "Stormtrooper*s Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power 
are fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the 
masses;" second, "the dissemination of our program and truth 
about the Party;" third, "organizing the people who have been 
converted to our propaganda;" and fourth, "the attainment of 
power through the votes of the newly-won masses." 

On August 19, 1966, the source advised that George 
Lincoln Rockwell presently believes that he has completed the 
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first two phases in his struggle for power and is well into the 
third stage, to wit, n the organizing of the people who have been 
converted to our propagandaThe source added that Rockwell 
had previously believed he would be elected Governor of Virginia 
in November, 1065 and, when defeated, he made the statement that 
he was not ready for stage four. 

On December 27, 1966,the source advised that Rockwell 
mailed a communication to all members of the ANP entitled, 
•National Directive from the Commander, Effective 1/1/67.* This 
communication reflected that the formal name of the Party would 
be "National Socialist White People’s Party," and they would 
still be known as the "American Nazi Party" and "American Nazis" 
for short.

On April 25, 1967, Stanley Levison and Bill Stein 
were in conference to discuss what, if any, progress Stein, 
a fund raiser for the SCLC, had made during his contacts with 
Negro businessmen. Stein reported that he had not rpceived 
replies from many of them, but expected to get them on 
April 26, 1967. 

Levison also disclosed to Stein just what King had \ 
said with regard to his availability for the Presidency. King, | 
according to what he told Levison, never wants to be President 1 
of the country. It was Levison who agreed with him that he 
should not pursue it at this time, cautioning however that 
the day may come when it would be his duty to run. * He also 
advised King that if the day should come, it would be much 
wiser for him to have John Kenneth Galbraith, former Ambassador 
to India and now a Harvard University professor, as a running 
mate rather them Dr. Eenjamin Spock, the renowned pediatrician. 

Levison and Joan Daves (Publisher’s Representative 
for King’s books) were in contact on April 25,1967, during 
which Daves mentioned that excerpts from King’s new book "V/here 
Do 'e Go From Here" will be highlighted in the magazine ^ 

section of the June 11, 1967 issue of "The Hew York Times". 


Levison revealed that contracts have been entered 
into with several radio stations to carry excerpts from King's 
sermons, speeches and other material. The audiences will be 
mostly Negro and stations which will carry the programs are to 
be in Baltimore and Philadelphia; other cities which are 
expected to be affected are New York and Chicago. The station ^ 
in New York which Levison hopes to contract with is '?LIB, a 
predominantly Negro station, but which has some white listeners.

The "Palo Alto Times", issue dated April 15, 1967, 
reported that on April 14, 1967, Martin Luther King, Jr. 
spoke to an overflow crowd of 1,800 persons at Memorial 
Auditorium, Stanford University, Palo Alto, California. 

King *aid the Negro is worse off today then he was 
tv/enty to twenty-five years ago. He related that schools in 
the North are more segregated then they were in 1954, and that 
the Negro is economically worse off. King noted that the 
Negro 1 s unemployment rate is twice that of the white average. 
He stated that a guaranteed annual income is needed for all 
people in the United States, , 

According to the press report. King said "Racism 
is still alive in American society and much more widespread 
then realized. The white backlash is just a new name for an 
old phenomenon.. It's not something that came because of riots 
in Watts and talk of Black Power in Harlem. Riots and Black 
Power may be the consequence of white backlash," 

King said the civil rights movement has lost many 
of its supporters now that emphasis ha3 shifted from the South 
to the North, and added that some of the people who marched 
with him in the South are not willing to go all the way with 
him now. 


King said "if we can spend 35 billion on an ill- 
considered war in Vietnam and 20 billion to put a man on the 
moon, we can spend enough to put God's children back on their 
feet." King characterized the war on poverty as "hardly a 
skirmish".

The article reported that King began his speech by- 
saying he would not talk on Vietnam because he was saving 
that speech for the anti-war rally in New York City on 
April 15* 1967. He concluded by saying "The war has strengthened 
the forces of reaction in America.

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 


information in the Dast, advised on April 21, 1967, that 
Stanley Levison and Martin Luther King, the President of 
the Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC), were 
in conference on that date. Here follows a report of what^ 
transpired, based on the information the source was able 9- 
to ascertain: 




King, who was confined to an Atlanta, Georgia 
hospital for several days last week, was found to be in 
good health, according to what he told Levison. 

Levison, who is in the process of preparing an 
SCLC appeal letter, wanted to get King’s approval to include 
in the letter a statement as to King’s position on Vietnam. 
The statement, which Levison will prepare, will note that 
fair minded whites who disagree with King on the peace issue 
would punish Negroes by cutting off their support to civil € 
rights. 


Reference was made to numerous articles which have 
been appearing in papers throughout the country commenting 
on King's involvement in the Vietnam issue. King mentioned 
one by Michael Harringtcn (an author of several books) in 
which he opined that President Johnson was concerned that^ 
King might be pushed into the race for the Presidency, 
thereby taking Negro votes away from him. 
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This document contains neither recommendations nor conclusions 
of the FBI. It is the property of the FBI and is loaned to 
your agency; it and its contents are not to be distributed 
outside your agency. 
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King told Levison that Andrew Youne, the Executive 
Director of the SCLC, was contacted on April 20, 1967, by 
a man whom King identified as Martin, who asked if he (King) 
would meet with President Johnson if he were invited. 

Levison told King that that was an indication how impressive 
last Saturday’s march really was (alluding to the march and 
demonstration at the United Nations on Saturday, April 15, 
1967). Levison, in light of King’s comments, advised him A 
to let "them” (President Johnson) sweat over his political^ 
position. 


King and Levison then digressed to what Levison 
described as a meeting in New York City during the week of 
April 24-28, 1967, sponsored by the "Negotiate Now" group. 
According to Levison, the group will launch a campaign 
for one million signatures opposing the war in Vietnam. 

Among those who are expected to attend the meeting are 
Doctor John Bennett, the President of the Union Theological, 
John Kenneth Galbraith (the former Ambassador to India and 
presently a faculty member at Harvard University, and Victor 
Reuther (the brother of '’alter Reuther). The-meeting, Levison 
thought, will take place on April 24/25 or 26 , 1967. 


Levison advised King to present himself ^t the 
meeting of the group since the group has the backing of the 
National Council of Churches. At Levison’s suggestion. King 
agreed to become a member of the group and agreed to be 
present when a date for the meeting is finally agreed upon.jj 

Finally, King and Levison took up the Cassius Clay 
controversy. Levison recommended that King issue the ^ 
following statement in light of Clay’s decision not to 
become a member of the military forces: 

"That he (King) had urged Negroes become 
conscientious objectors, therefore 
applauded Clay; that many more Negroes see 
the war as a myth; that Clay acted on 
religious ground; and lastly, that as an 
athlete. Clay was taking the stand because 
of his belief and not because he was M 
losing money." ^ 
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On April 22, 1967, the same source furnished 
information which revealed that Levison and King had reason 
to be in conference earlier that evening. King's primary 
reason in conferring with Levison was to get Levison's advice 
as to what he should say to the press about his position on 
the Presidency of the United States. It was King's feeling 
that he would be asked if he would be available for or 0 
desired the Presidency. 

Levison, after deliberating with King as to whether 
he should make any statement, suggested he make the 
following statement which he and Harry VJachtel had prepared «r 
for King's use: 

There have been several groups which urged him 
(King) to become a candidate for the Presidency and that he 
had met with them to declare a lack of interest in such a 
proposal. He should make it clear his energies will be 
devoted to the many profoundly important responsibilities 
in civil rights and his commitment to oppose the war in. 
Vietnam; that it is understandable that the war is tending 
to create a fluid situation and that should this 
fantastically unwise war continue and escalate toward 
World War IE and perhaps tovjard the extinction of humanity 
and should the campaign for racial equality be further 
starved, rebuked and forgotten, the country will be facing a 
national disaster. These circumstances may well cause broad 
base political realignments and make relevant an independent 
candidacy for which he (King) would not be available. In f 
conclusion. King should reiterate that he does not have anyJL 
interest in a political candidacy. 


During the afternoon of April 23, 1967, the same 
source advised that Stanley Levison and Mary Temple (a writer 
for the "New York Post") conferred on that date about 
Martin Luther King's position with regard to the Presidency. 
Temple related that a conference would take place on Monday, 
April 24, 1967, at the Biltmore HotSl, New York City, the 
purpose of which Would be to afford several people,who have 
been active in the peace movement, to meet with King since he 
has not had any contact with people from organizations such as 
the National Society for a Sane Nuclear Policy (SANE). 

Temple wanted to know if it would be possible that King 
might make a statement as to his availability to run for 
President. Levison was unaware as to what King might do, but 
promised Temple he would try to find out and let her know. ^ 
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On April 24, 1967 , an Agent of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) observed the listing of events at the 
Biltmore Hotel, Mew York, Mew York, and noted that a press 
conference was scheduled for 11:00 a.m. that date. The 
conference was called by the "Negotiate Mow" group. vJL 

At 12:00 noon the Special Agent of the FBI observed 
the following people leave the hotel elevator:

"The New York Times", April 25, 1967, on page 
16, reported a story concerning ‘Martin Luther 
King entitled "Dr. King and A. D.AAide Join 
Mew Group for Vietnam Peace". The article 
reported that on April 24, 1967, Martin • 

Luther King joined leaders of various cultural 
and religious organizations in announcing 
the formation of a group demanding that the 
United States end the tombing of North Vietnam 
now and without conditions. 

At a news conference at the Biltmore Hotel, 

Joseph L. Rauh, Jr., Vice Chairman of Americans

Rauh described "Negotiate Now" as a three-part

go to Washington in late Spring to lobby
